South Wales. The disastrous failures in the iron trade and i ‘ 
cial houses connected with the suspended firms, have aro i 
newed attention to the circumstances connected with the proj. 
tion, manufacture, and merchandise of British metals, Foote 

The recent failures have been in the aggregate for about five mi 
lions, or possibly nominally rather more, and have excited rot ome 
interest in all the iron districts of the kingdom—Welsh ey 
Northern, and Scotch. We know an instance of an important dat 
paper, in the very district of the Fothergill catastrophe od 
graphing to a City Editor’s office for the transmission to the i 
every particular of disclosures which might be made here a , 
public opinion, more especially City opinion, concerning them ; 

It is reported from Sheffield that alarm is entertained concer, 
several houses there which had connections with the tradi 
financial operations of the two South Wales great ironworks which 
have now Collapsed. In Liverpool quite an excitement prevails o 
the subject, as it appears connections were also formed with the 
great rendezvous of ships; and in Birmingham, the mighty capital 
of iron, all the newspapers give to the present condition of the iron 
trade, and to these suspensions, most prominent place and space in 
every day’s issue. 

The general tone of the Liverpool, Birmingham, and Sheffield 
press is that “strikes” are accountable for ull, or nearly all, thesg | 
misfortunes. Some of our ablest London contemporaries, such ag 
the Economist and Capital and Labour, urge the same doctrine 
which has been more than half endorsed by “the leading journal” 

It is true that the strikes have had much to do in hastening the 
wreck of the rotten ship which has caused so great a disaster, and 
they have embarrassed and embittered the conduct of business in 
both the iron and coal trades, but we are quite sure that they had 
not the chief part in the Fothergill failure. It was brought about 
by mismanagement and imprudence on the part of the firm, and 
something like utter recklessness on the part of the financial esta- 
blishment which is involved in its fate, 

We do not think that the fall of these iron establishments will 
injure the trade, beyond the influence which every failure must 
exercise within a certain commercial or manufacturing area. There 
is every reason to believe that the shock so severely felt is over, for 
the fact had been so long expected, discussed, and “ discounted” 
that when it had been officiaily announced the City and the trade 
were alike prepared for it,and some relief was actually felt that the 
bolt was thrown and the worst was known. 

We are perfectly convinced that the iron trade and iron mining 
are in a healthy state, and that, taken in connection with other 
British mining, a career of profit to those engaged and to the 
country at large will yet shine upon them. There will be within 
the next few years an immense export of rails, railway iron, steam- 
engines and locomotives; the countries are numerous,and extensive 
now preparing for railway construction. Just now his Highness 
the Nizam has issued a prospectus for 1,000,V00/,, first subscription 
500,000/., for a new railway from the Indian Peninsula to Hyderabad, 
to be constructed at his expense by the engineers of the British 
Government. A contemporary has lately raised the modern cry, 
“We have to compete with Belgium.” Well, we do compete with 
our Brabant brothers, and beat them at the mouth of their own coal 
pits, and in front of their strata of ironstone. In a recent number 
of the Mining Journal we proved this from irrefragable statistics 
under the authority of the Custom House and the Board of Trade, 
and space will not permit us to go into the same or other figures 
available from other sources just now to prove it again, Itistobe 
recollected also that the United Kingdom consists not only of 
“Isles of iron below the soil,” but the same epithet will apply to 
them above it. Never since human history dawned was iron em- 
ployed for so many purposes anywhere else. We use it for personal 
utilities innumerable, from the nail in our boot to our bedstead, 
from the horse’s shoe to the bit in his mouth, from the needle of 
the seamstress to the gigantic and formidable war ships that rule 
the seas. Scarcely a new project for roads, buildings, mines, me 
chanics, &c., &c.,is started but proposals for the use of iron accom- 
pany it. There is, then, a vast work for the iron miner, and the 
iron master, and the iron merchant, which ten times as many failures 
as have just now alarmed the public cannot long impede. 

The condition of copper mining is mainly affected by imports from 
Chili, but if these make copper cheaper they bring it widely into 
use, accustoming the public more to it, and creating a permanent 
desire for it. In so speculative a metal as copper there must bea 
very fluctuating market, but the prospect, on the whole, is of & 
better demand for British copper and of hardening rates, As very 
frequently the copper and tin are found together, there is a double 
chance for the mine adventurer in these cases. Upon the extraction 
of the superior metals the truth is now recognised that capital must 
be more generally expended, mechanical processes be enlarged, an 
scientific knowledge be added to the rough experience that used to 
be deemed sufficient in the conduct and supervision of mining opes 
rations in Cornwall, Devon, and Central Wales. “Tin mines will 
yet have a new lease for their lives” was the remark of a shrewd, 
bluff Cornish mining captain, lately made in reply to an expression 
of regret that tin mines were not so productive as might be wished. 
The Cornish miner suffers from the imports of black tin from Aus 
tralia, and as the Australians can smelt well and cheaply, white tin 
is likely to be sent in considerable quantities from the same quar- 
ter; but Australian tin, as well as that of the Great Eastern Archi- 
pelago, requires British tin as a rule to be worked with it. There 
has been very little effort to make new discoveries in Cornwall and 
Devon either for tin or copper ores, but we understand that several 
organisations for this purpose are on foot, although the tin market 
is very quiet. We remember when the price of tin was ever 80 
much lower than it is now, and it was predicted in many 4 Jere 
miad it would never be better. These prophecies were disappointed, 
= it is safe to predict it will yet reach the best quotations 0 
the past. 

We lately urged so strongly on British capitalists the importance 
and necessity of engaging in lead mining that we will now say 20 
more than that the field is vast in this department, and the promise 
and prospect brilliant.

pered Estates Court. About 45 years ago the West Cork Mining 
Company was formed, with the view of working the Audley Mine, 
but they never drained a bucket of water out of it, and after fritter- 
ing away an enormous amount of capital upon worthless objects, it 
ended its career in the Court of Chancery. Some 12 or 14 years ago 
this mine was again taken up, a splendid and powerful steam-engine 
erected, steam-whim for hauling and crusher attached, first-class 
agents’ houses, offices, store houses, carpenters’ and smiths’ shops, 
dressing-floors, copper yards, &c., built in a substantial manner, new 
itwork fixed, and the mine drained of water to the then bottom— 
Be fm. level. The shaft was sunk 10 fms., and some thousands of 
unds worth of copper ore raised (about 70,000/. worth has been 
raised and sold), when the proprietors disagreed, and the operations 
were again suspended. This mine is well situated for shipping pro- 
duce, landing supplies, &c., being about half-a-mile from Audley 
Cove, and embraces the lodes forming the great copper zone, or belt 
of lodes, extending from the Crookhaven district to East Cappagh. 
About five years ago the Cappagh Mining Company (Limited) was 
formed, with a capital of 21,000/., in 7000 shares of 3/. each; and 
according to the Mining Journal of Jan. 29, 1870, an agreement 
was made to purchase for the sum of 7000/. the lease of the mineral 
rights, and that the preliminary expenses were to be limited to 
necessary outlays not exceeding 500/. It appears that only 5000 
shares were issued ; the expenditure in the mine, including purchase 
of new pumpwork, steel wire-ropes, and all necessary plant, &c., was 
about 60007. About 2000/7. worth of copper ore was sold, which at 
the present price of copper would have realised considerably more; 
and after struggling on for three years, this company went into 
liquidation, owing at the mine merchants’ bills, &c., some 200. 
This mighty affair has been in liquidation about a year and a-half, 
and is not yet wound-up. The mine, of course, is supposed to have 
caused a loss of 15,000/., but the fact is no such loss was incurred. 
The Mining Journal states that the purchase of machinery and 
preliminary expenses amounted to 7500/. I cannot ascertain that 
the machinery was purchased, as it is still the property of the lessors. 
If Cappagh Mine had to begun de novo it would require an outlay of 
more than 30,000/. to place it in its present position, and the ma- 
chinery, plant, &c.,cost at least 10,0002. The mine is in good work- 
ing order, and is a first-class investment for capital; and, notwith- 
standing its eventful history, will yet be a great prize. One pare 
of men broke in the last 11 days’ working in the bottom of the mine 
4 tons of ore, of 17? percent. produce.

THE COMSTOCK LODE, AND BONANZA MINES OF NEVADA. 


OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION BY THE U.S. GOVERNMENT OF THE 
Comstock LODE AND BONANZA MINES OF NEVADA— THE 
PRESENT AND FuturE LARGE PRODUCTION OF BULLION 
FSTIMATED TO BE THE SAME AS THAT ANTICIPATED BY THE 
REPORT OF THE MINING BUREAU. 


Washington papers of May 4 announce the result of an inquest 
which was made two months ago, by mining engineers appointed 
by the U.S. Government, for the purpose of ascertaining the im- 
portance of production of silver which can be reasonably expected 
from the great mines located upon the Comstock lode, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury wishing to know by anticipation the probable 
resources which will allow him to resume specie payment as soon 
as possible, so much needed by the industry and commerce of the 
United States. The report submitted by Prof. Schoermer, appointed 
to make a full investigation of the Nevada Mines, has been lately 
addressed to the General Director of the Mint, at Washington, and 
states that the production of precious metal from the Comstock lode 
will be $35,000,000 in 1875, and $50,000,000 in 1876. The two mines 
—Consolidated Virginia and California—says the report, will alone 
yield $3,000,000 per month as soon as the additional milling capa- 
city now in course of erection shall have been completed. 

It should be noticed that the figures announced by the Govern- 
ment Engineer are identical with those anticipated by Col. Berton, 
President of the London and Pacific Coast Mining Bureau, in his 
report, submitted in January last, upon the two above properties, 
at a time when serious doubts were still entertained on both sides 
of the Atlantic in regard to the real character and merits of the 
bonanza. Col. Berton’s report was published in full by the Paris 
Journal des Débats of March 6,and a complete synopsis thereof was 
given in the Mining Journal of the 13th of the same month. The 
Consolidated Virginia has, since February last, produced a monthly 
average of $1,350,000, $1,080,000 of which have been paid every 
month as a dividend to its shareholders, the remaining surplus 
having been turned over to the reserve fund of the company. The 
original shares of that company, at the par value of $100 each, are 
receiving a monthly dividend of $10, and are worth $460 on the 
San Francisco Exchange. As for the California Mine, as was stated 
by Col. Berton’s report, and confirmed by the Government Engineer, 
it will produce as much as the Virginia as soon as its mills are com- 
pleted, which will be in about seven or eight months, The dis- 
interested action of the Mining Bureau in having enlightened the 
European press and capitalists upon the real value of the great 
silver discoveries in the above two mines is a great service rendered 
by that institution to the mining interests of the Pacific Coast. A 
number of valuable California mining properties intended for Euro- 
pean markets are now under its examination. 

According to Prof. Schoermer’s report, the annual production of 
precious metals in the United States will amount to $85,000,000 in 
1875, and to $100,000,000 in 1876, two-thirds of which will be fur- 
nished by the two mines—Consolidated Virginia and California. 
There is no doubt that such an immense quantity of bullion will 
materially aid the Washington Government in re-establishing the 
equilibrium between the value of its greenbacks and the gold and 
silver coin in the United States. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE YIELD ON THE COMSTOCK LODE. 


Washington, May 4.—From information furnished, Henry Linderman, Director 
of Mints, has been enabled to arrive at the reliable data in relation to the character 
and probable value of the immense bullion discoveries in mines of the famous 
Comstock lode in Nevada, in order to determine what additional facilities would 
be required at the several mines for separating or parting the Comstock bullion. 
The Directors of Mints are instructed to visit the mines. Prof. J. L. 8choermer, 
of the Denver Mint, visited Virginia city in March last, and made a careful esti- 
mate of the probable production for the years 1875 and 1876, His estimate has 
been received, and is as follows: In 1875, $35,000,000; in 1876, $50,000,000. Prof. 
Schoermer also reports that the products of the California and Consolidated Vir- 
ginia Mines alone will be $3,000,000 per month, as soon as the additional milling 
capacity, now in course of erection, shall have been completed. The production of 
the three great mines of the Comstock—the Belcher, Crown Point, and Consoli- 
dated Virginia—from Jan. 1, 18 1, to April 10, 1875, as shown by the quarterly 
returns, has been as follows :— 

48 months, Belcher, 422,406 tons, at $61°40 per ton, product, $25,938,854; monthly 
average, $540,393. 
48 months, Crown Point, 457,937 tons, at $43°25 per ton, product, $20,079,503 ; 
monthly average, $412,397. 
18 months, Consolidated Virginia, 1,350,840 tons, at $70°70 per ton, product 
$9,499,592: monthly average, $527,755. 
The estimate is about double the former production of the entire Comstock lode, 
and is based on ore belts, the extent of which have been fully developed by actual 
exploration, and will increase the annual bullion product of the United States for 
1875 to about $85,000,000, and for 1876 to $100,000,000. The bullion produced from 
the mines of the Comstock is known to commerce as doze silver, or silver contain- 
ng gold in sufficient quantities to defray expenses of separating the ore metal 
from the other, and averages in weight about nine tenths of value, about 60 per 
cent. silver. The magnitude of parting this bullion, or refined as it is ordinarily 
termed, will be readily understood when it is stated that the weight of bullion to 
be dissolved in acid in order to separate the two metals will not be much less than 
1000 tons per annum, and will consume about 3000 tons of acid. Considering the 
preparation which this country is making to return to specie payment, the im- 
portance of these immense developments cannot be over-estimated. 








MINING IN NOVA SCOTIA. 


The report of the Government Inspector of Mines, Mr. HENRy S. 
Poo.g, for 1874 has just been issued, and is by no means discour- 
aging, although Nova Scotia has not entirely escaped the depression 
which has been felt in other countries during the period reported 
on. The yield of the 30 coal mines in uperation was 872,720 tons, 
of the value of 357,419/. sterling. From the 33 gold mines they 
raised 13,844 tons of quartz, yielding 9141 oz. of gold, of the value 
of 32,908/. Of iron ore 2469 tons, worth 1480/., was raised; of plas- 
ter, 104,140 tons, worth 20,828/.; of freestone, 8829 tons, worth 
8062/.; of limestone, 448 tons, worth 107/.; and of moulding sand, 
300 tons, worth 120/.a comparison of this summary with that of 
the preceding year shows a falling off in each of the industries re- 
presented. While the general dulness of trade will account for the 
reduced production of coal, plaster, and freestone, it will not for 
that of gold, and the continued decline in this branch of mining 
industry must be set down to other causes, such as the increased 
price of labour and material. 

The Coal Trade during the year was generally depressed, and con- 
trasts unfavourably with the preceding, for besides the actual de- 
crease, 131,979 tons, there was the dulness resulting from the inac- 
tivity of new works, and want of occupation for the additional 
labour drawn by the previous brisk demand to this branch of busi- 
ness, The anticipated continuance of the active trade of 1873 was 
reluctantly acknowledged by many operators to be impossible, so 
that they continued until well on in the spring to accumnilate stocks. 
During the first quarter of the year more coal was mined than during 
any subsequent quarter, and at its end 285,000 tons were on hand, 
an unusually large amount. Ordinarily the production during the 
winter months is the smallest of the year. On July 1 the total 
quantity on bank was as much as 303,000 tons. At some of the 
mines the sales were as large as they had been in former years, but 
nowhere were they equal to the capacity for production. A com- 
parison of the tables stating the labour employed during the two 
years shows the average number of working days to be lower in 
1874, and that, consequently, in several localities the working man 
was seriously inconvenienced by the late condition of the trade. 
Mr. Poole points out that the conclusions of the writers in the 
public press are worthless, because they have taken their figures 
from the Sessional Papers, instead of from the sworn returns of the 
shippers, who had to pay royalty on the amounts stated. The sub- 
joined will show the worthlessness of the Sessional Papers statistics 
quoted. The exports of coal for the year ending June 30 were ac-

In 1872 all kinds of business were active, manufacture was stimu- 
lated, and thereby the demand for coal greatly increased. England 
could not supply her own wants, and the price rose with the foreign 
demand, In the United States the stocks held were small, and,

urged by the stimulated condition of the general trade, unusual 
activity prevailed, and dealers, going to the other extreme, gave 


large orders, so that the supplies in the summer of 1873 were ex~- 
cessive. Then came the panic in October, and the reaction that set 
in affected all trades, checked manufacturing, and reduced the de- 
mand for coal. The result was an overstock in the spring of 1874, ~ 
and a sluggish trade throughout the year. 

While the trade of Cumberland and Pictou counties was in excess 
of the previous years that of Cape Breton was far behind, and not 
more than 65 per cent. of that of 1873. The falling off appears most 
noticeable in the trade with the United States, where the demand 
for provincial coal was unusually light. Then the fall in the price 
of coal in England enabled vessels bound for the St. Lawrence to 
carry coal out as ballast, and so undersell Nova Scotian coal, that 
had to pay freight. In Nova Scotia proper the railways enable some 
business to be carried on during the winter months, but in Cape 
Breton there is little local demand, and the practice of banking has 
alone to be resorted to to give the men employment at that season. 

During the year the railway of the Cape Breton Company was 
extended from the Reserve and Emery Collieries to Louisburg, and 
once again, after more than a century had passed, has that port become 
a scene of industry. It is expected that the railway and shipping 
pier will be completed in the spring, when the company hope to 
control the western trade by obtaining lower freights than can be 
secured to the eastward of Scatarie. Louisburg being an open port 
it is expected that coal will be shipped from thence all the year 
round, and that steamers bound across the Atlantic will make it a 
port of call for fuel. 

It is also proposed, it is said, to erect both iron and copper smelt- 
ing furnaces. At present thecopper ore from Tilt Cove, Newfound- 
land, is shipped direct to Swansea, but the owners of the mines are 
of opinion that it would be cheaper to ship it to Cape Breton for 
smelting, and then send the resulting regulus to Swansea. It is to 
be hoped that this idea will prove feasible and be carried out. As 
for iron smelting, all that is required is a general revival of that in- 
dustry, for Cape Breton is in itself abundantly supplied with all the 
necessary raw products that should make the manufacture of irona 
profitable business. The agents of the Reserve, Emery, and Schooner 
Pond Collieries reported that these properties have been transferred 
to the above-named company, but no legal transfer has yet been 
made, and the leases still remainin the names of the respective com- 
panies that held them last year. 

In explaining the cause of the decline of Gold Mining in Nova 
Scotia, Mr. Poole mentions that seven years ago 27,583 ozs, were 
extracted from 30,673 tons of quartz by the labour of 676 men, and 
last year but 9140 ozs. were obtained from 13,844 tons of quartz, 
mined by 246 men. Among the causes that have been assigned for 
the decline are over speculation, and other causes, but it is to be 
feared some allowances must be made for the natural obstacles to 
be surmounted in the mines themselves, such as the excessive thin- 
ness of the paying leads, the disproportionate expense of pumping, 
and an absence of rich finds and large profits to excite further 
prospecting and continued labour in spite of non-success. Capital 
has been already induced to speculate in Nova Scotian mines, but, 
on the whole, it failed to do so profitably. To turn it again into 
the same channel would be difficult. It can only be done now that 
companies have nearly ceased to interest themselves in our gold 
mines, by showing that individuals and companies of tributers can 
do more than merely make wages by working the outcrops of the 
leads, and to show that experience has been gained, economy learnt, 
and improved methods of mining and milling introduced since the 
first attempt was made to bring capital into the business. Money 
has been made by gold mining in Nova Scotia, and among the mines 
that have been most successful are the Wellington and Palmerston 
at Sherbrooke, the Ophir at Renfrew, the Albion at Montagu, the 
Eldorado at Wine Harbour, and the German’s Mine at Waverley. 
Without doubt there are many leads just as rich as any that have 
been found yet to be discovered, and although wages and the price 
of materials have risen experience in mining now enables leads to 
be worked, and pay expenses that before could not be made to do 
so. The sub-letting of mines to tributers is still largely practised, 
and while it has advantages when properly conducted it has evils 
which become more apparent as it continues. In previous reports 
reference was made to the character of the work done by tributers, 
how that often the outcrops of the leads are stripped and made re- 
servoirs for water, and the excavations often but partly packed 
with debris, and but temporarily secured. In these respects the 
system is undoubtedly bad, but what legal measures to suggest that 
will remedy the evil without interfering with and crushing out ad- 
venturers from prospecting are not easy to determine. The men 
who take the mines on tribute are irresponsible, and, Arab like, they 
are forever wandering, trying new places, and opening up old 
mines, and again abandoning them. Perhapsa remedy may be found 
by modifying the system of leasing, and by making the title of 
holders more secure, make them more interested in adopting a 
proper and more permanent mode of working. 

With regard to Iron Mining, Mr. Poole considers that if Govern- 
ment were to aid thisindustry, either by the direct granting of sub- 
sidies per ton of iron smelted, or by the granting of a drawback on 
the royalty of the coal consumed at ironworks, the resources of the 
province would be directly developed in a greater degree than they 
would by the encouragement of facilities for transportation. The 
establishment of such an industry in Cape Breton would especially 
benefit the general business of that island, and would make a market 
for some of the small coal now all but valueless. Most of the Cape 
Breton coals are coking coals, and from among so many some may 
be found to yield strong and suitable coke. And, as experience has 
taught, and as the relative consumption of iron and ccal would sug- 
gest, it is better to take the ore to the fuel than the fuel to the ore; 
we must hope some day to see ironworks established on the Bras 
d’Or, or at Sydney, or at Louisburg, some centre where ores from 
different localities may be brought and mixed at the furnaces. 
Although at the present time the iron trade of this seaboard is dull, 
and the immediate prospects of the mines and furnaces in the United 
States is anything but encouraging, still it is a business that must 
shortly revive, and eventually pay in this country, which possesses 
the requisite natural advantages, cheap transit, abundance of coal, 
iron ore,and limestone. During the year reported upon an unusual 
degree of activity prevailed among prospectors searching for iron 
ore, and discoveries have been made in several sections of the country 
that promise to be of future value. Prof. How, in his ‘* Mineralogy 
of Nova Scotia,” classifies the information gained in 1868, respect- 
ing the position and extent of the iron deposits of the country. 
Since then the new discoveries and further explorations have been

In submitting the annexed balance sheet to March 31, the directors have to state 
that since the issuing of their last report 308 only of the 15 per cent. preference 
shares have been allotted, and that 478 still remain to be applied for. The capital 
produced by these 308 shares being insufficient for the work of boring has 
applied to the development of the present seam. As shown by the balance-sheet, 
the sales of coal have amounted to 1960/. 4s. 7d., and a recent report from the ma- 
nager, March 23, announces the execution of a first order for 62 tons, received from 
Messrs. J. C. Wigg and Co., the newly-appointed agents in Rio Grande do Sul. 
The coal is being used on the Porto Alegre and New Hamburg Railway and for 
other local purposes, but the quality of the seam now being worked is not yet con- 
sidered sufficiently good for ocean steamers, and the sales at present are, therefore, 
too small to pay working expenses, The directors crdered a sample of this coal to 
be shipped to England, and a parcel arrived in London accordingly on the 29th ult., 
a portion of which has been analysed at the Royal School of Mines, with the fol- 
lowing results :—Carbon, 54:98 per cent.; hydrogen, 4°15; oxygen and nitroge0, 
8°42; sulphur, 3°67; ash, 18-14; water, 10°64: equal 100-00. 

The shareholders will observe that the London expenditure for the past half-year 
amounts to the sum of 446/. 10s. 9d. only, which, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1874, shows a reduction of 6297. 5s. 7d. The amount remitted to the 
manager for further working capital since Sept. 30 1874, is 2500/. Since the last 
meeting of shareholders a deputation of the board of directors has had an interview 
with his Excellency the Brazillian Minister in London, and a memorial has since 
been addressed to His Majesty the Emperor of Brazil, soliciting orders for the sup- 
ply of the company’s coal to the Imperial Government. This memorial was pre 
sented to the Emperor on Feb. 27 last, and the result is now being anxionsly ted 
pected. The directors regret that their appeal for applications for the unallo!

REMARKs.—The failures which have been announced this week 
have, fortunately not affected the equanimity of our markets; on 
the contrary, they have caused a feeling of relief from an anxious 
state of suspense.

The siipment of pig-iron, and the deliveries of tin and copper are satisfactory, and 
as our markets have seldom or never been so free from spevulition prices are not 
fictitiously buoyed up. The present time, however, seems to be fairly favourable 
for entering into speculative op+rations, as prices are now moderate, and much 
lower for iron and tin than during the last two or three years. There muy, there- 
fore, be some chance of a rebound shortly, at any rate, any further reduction is 
likely to be trifling and gradual, and this is certainly a safe feature in speculation. 
The politieut horizon appears to be perfectly clear, and there are no domestic 
troubles.

The market, however, the last few days has been slightly de- 
pressed, owing not so much to the failures as to the spreading of 
reports about houses of undoubted standing, and it was a great 
relief when the names of the houses really. in difficulties were publicly announced. 
There appears to have been a great deal of noise about a very little matter, and it 
has certainly been made the most of by those who wished to prejudice the trade ; 
but as soon as the extent of the complications became known, and it was seen to 
be only local, and the commercial community at large not interested, prices of pig- 
iron immediately advanced from 58s., which was the lowest point acecepted, to 
59s. 3d. buyers, and 59s, 6d. sellers, If the exports of pig continue to be made 
in the same proportion as they have been going on during the earlier part of the 
year, and production does not increase, there may be some recovery in the market 
price. At the same time, no extraordinary excess of quantity can be expected to 
go abroad ; and, although there will, in all probability, be intervals of fluctuations 
in price, yet the market undoubtedly in the end will be lower. It is impossible 
for this market to be maintained for a series of years beyond the American and 
Belgian prices, and if foreign countries can supply at cheaper rates it is evident 
that the loss of trade must influence prices. Production may be curtailed, but 
that is not the way to expand business; the work must be done cheaper than 
hitherto, and sellers must be content to take less profit. The only way in which we 
ean hold the field is, not only to be able to do as well as others, but to be able to 
do much better than any other country. 

The great evil is in admitting competitors to supply those markets which the 
English have hitherto had, and this can only be prevented by underselling them. 
The miner, the worker, and the master must all combine to act in harmony with 
one another ; their interests are identical, and as trade fluctuates they must sever- 
ally and collectively be prepared to make sacrifices or gains. In past years Eng 
land has taken the lead in the iron trade, and with a good understanding between 
masters and men there is no reason why we should not retain it. It is entirely in 
the hands of those who get their living by it, and it will be strange indeed if the 
present generation is not equally capable of earning as much as their ancestors, 
but to do so they must work as much. The men must show themselves to be working 
men, and not afraid or declining to work when it is to he had; not working half 
time but fulltime. The last advance in wages—how was it effected ? Not by fair 
means, for many of the men would only work two and three days a week, anc 
idle away the rest of their time —that was a most unnatural and suicidal policy. 
It is to be hoped they now see the error of their way, for such evil ways cannot 
end otherwise than jn ruin and misery.

The failure of Mr, Fothergill, M.P. for Merthyr Tydvil, isan event 
of paramount importance in all iron circles this week. Taking Mr. 
Fothergill’s concerns altogether, we are safe in saying he was the 
largest ironmaster in the United Kingdom. The Messrs. Baird, of 
Glasgow, have a greater number of blast furnaces, and the Barrow- 
Steel Company has more than Mr. Fothergill. Barring these two firms 
in thenumber of their blast furnaces the above statement will be found 
correct. Mr. Fothergill’s different concerns embrace ten blast furnaces on the 
Plymouth estate, and five at Aberdare, in all fifteen. There are 68 puddling fur- 
naces at the Plymouth Forge, 65 at Aberdare and Abernant, 14 at Taff Vale, and 
19 at Penydarren, in all 166 puddling furnaces, with rolling mills and forges to 
correspond. The collieries are very extensive. The output of coals at all these 
collieries is 360,000 tons per annum; the quality of coal is good. The number of 
men employed is between 5000 and 6000, and taking into account the extent of the 
manufacturing department, Mr. Fothergill was without doubt the largest iron- 
master in the United Kingdom. The kind of iron made at Mr. Fothergill’s mills 
and forges was principally rails. The hars made at the Plymouth Forge stood well 
in the market for Welsh yen. It is impossible to say what will be done with the 
works. In the present state of the trade it will be difficult to make iron ata profit. 
The ironworks will probably be closed. The collieries can be worked to a profit if 
the men choose to work, and this seems the only course left now for the liquidators 
and managers of this great concern. Our readers were prepared by our last issue 
for this catastrophe. Mr Gilead A. Smith has failed for 600,000/. this week, and 
Mr. Edward Corry, of New Broad street, having a liability of 50,000/. or 60,0002, 
through the Aberdare Company had no alternative but to suspend payment. 
General sympathy is expressed for Mr. Corry. The above failures have had very 
little effect on the iron trade, except at Sheffield, where it appears Mr. Gilead 
Smith has some very heavy liabilities, which has caused depreciation in certain 
property, and a feeling of great uueasiness at Sheffield. There are no liabilities by 
any of the fallen houses, either in Staffordshire, Shropshire, or Warrington, and 
although, as if usual after large failures, there are numerous rumours afloat, we 
know of nothing further ; indeed, we,may say there are no further failures, and we 
— none will take place.

The miner, after he has raised his 
stone, is at great expense in stamping, dressing, and burning the 
tin he gets from it, to free it from impurities and render it fit for 
the smelting pot. Thesmelters, whoare also the largest of the tin 
merchants, meet periodically to regulate what they call the 
“standard,” or the price at which they intend to buy of the miner, 
and the latter is thus entirely at the mercy of a“ combination” of 
buyers. He must have money every month to meet his current ex- 
penditure, and as there is no competition whatever for his produce 
he has no alternative but to take whatever the “combination” fix 
upon as the price. No wonder, then, that such colossal fortunes 
have been made, and are still being made, by tin buying and smelt- 
ing in Cornwall; but the county is now losing its life’s blood—its 
mines are in process of ruin, half its miners out of work, either 
emigrating or starving, and its trade is becoming paralysed; it be- 
hoves all concerned, therefore, to see what steps can be taken to 
palliate, if not entirely to avert the evil. A rise of 10/. per ton in 
tin to the miner would put things right, and let us enquire how far 
he is justified in asking for such an advance. 

At one mine alone, say Dolcoath, a return is made of 100 tons of 
tin per month. To get this ready for market costs over 45001, 
which must be had in cash every month to meet the “pay day.”

The Market for Mine Shares on the Stock Exchange during the

if, indeed, even if it were ever quitecontinuous.” ‘* While itshou!d bebornein mihd

SULPHUR IN COAL. 


Practical ironmakers in South Staffordshire are, we see, complain- 
ing that the analyses of coal which are now and again published do 
not give the percentage of sulphur which the mineral contains. No 
doubt the information would be very serviceable—indeed, valuable 
—to the practical ironmaker, but he could scarcely expect it to ap- 
pear under the circumstances which not unfrequently surround the 
publication of analyses. However important such particulars may 
be to the smelter and the refiner of iron, it does not often follow 
that the object of the publication of the constituent parts of coal is 
to show its iron-making properties, Nevertheless, we quite concur 
that, seeing how greatly the value of different kinds of coal is in- 
fluenced by the quantity of sulphur which it contains, it would be 
well if not rarely only, but universally, the analyses embraced the 

articulars that the Staffordshire ironmakers require. We may, 

owever, point out that the remedy is pretty much in their own 
hands. Mr, ARTHUR WARNER is recommending the consumers of 
shee to insist upon the purity of the article supplied to them. 

here would be but little difficulty in consumers of coke and raw 
coal each obtaining from the colliery owners and coke merchants 
with whom they deal the particulars which they require ; or, failing 
success there, the fee of the mineralogical chemist for the needed in- 
formation might become part of the agreement to purchase, Any 
how, we are happy to see that attention is being given to the question, 
for it betokens an intelligent interest in their calling by men upon 
whom so much depends in relation to the quality of our iron. 

Meanwhile we hope that the mill and forge managers of South 
Staffordshire will renew their efforts to deal effectually with the 
sulphur which they know to exist in the fuel they receive, for there- 
by they will be taking joint action with men of higher scientific 
attainmerts who are seeking the purity of the raw iron. Still it 
must not be forgotten that the conditions under which lime acts as 
a purifier in the blast-furnace do not prevail in the puddling-furnace. 
In the former the commingling of the fluxing with the heating 
mineral is complete, and the absorption necessarily less imperfect. 
In the puddling-furnace lime cannot be used with so much thorough- 
ness, and hence no doubt much of the non-success upon which the 
mill and forge manager dwelt on the occurrence reported in another 
column. At thesame time we hope that they will test the applica- 
tion of lime in solution to the coal before it is placed in the fire- 
grate, for in that way it seems much more likely to be successful 
than in any other. Applied over the bridge it would so soon become 
hard that it would, we fear, quickly lose its absorbing power. We 
shall be glad to hear more upon this matter from the mill and forge 
managers of South Staffordshire. 








COLLIERY SAFETY-LAMPS, 


More than ordinary attention is now being given to what are 
termed safety-lamps in connection with coal mining operations. 
Nothing, indeed, is of more importance in a fiery colliery than a 
lamp that can be depended upon for warning the miner when danger 
is present, so asto give him time to escape. For effecting that ob- 
ject, and at the same time giving a good light in the intensely dark 
recesses where coal is worked, various inventions have been brought 
forward, but in scarcely any has the success been equal to what was 
anticipated, and the “ Gordie,” with its small illuminating power 
still holds its own so far as safety is concerned. The invention of 
M. LANDAU, to which we recently drew attention, appears to have 
been a successful one, if we are to judge from the manner in which 
it is spoken of by practical mining engineers who have seen it tested. 
During the present week M. LANDavU visited Barnsley, for the pur- 

ose of having his lamp tried in every possible way in one of the best 

nown mines in South Yorkshire, the Oaks, so well known for the 
quantity of gas it produces, and for the terrible catastrophy which 
took place at it in 1866. The lamp wastried in every way, and foun: 
to maintain its illuminating power in the strongest currents of air. 
Mr. Peter HALL, a certificated manager, who conducted the ex- 
periments, speaks of the lamp in the highest terms, and states that 
the result was most satisfactory. On Monday, M. LANDAU attended 
a meeting of the delegates of the Miners’ Association at Barnsley, 
when the lamp was tested in a variety of ways. The experiments 


were witnessed with marked attention, after which the president 
(Mr. Davip Moutsovy) gave the following testimonial :— 

At the meeting of delegates of the various lodges belonging to the South York- 
shire and North Derbyshire Miners’ Association, representing upwards of 20,000 
members, held this day (May 31), I have to inform Fy that they were all very 
much pleased with your lamp, after the interesting trial experiments made before 
hem. The invention they consider to be a most valuable one, the light being re- 
markably good, whilst the safeguards for the protection of the lives of the miners 
twere most satisfactory. 


One great advantage of the lamp is itsextremo simplicity, so that 
the lamps now in use can be easily altered toinclude the principles 
and advantages of M. LANDAU’s invention. But what appears to 
commend it most to the working miner is the very brilliant light it 
gives, whilst at the same time it also gives notice of the presence of 
a large accumulation of gas, by going out. These are the two great 
requirements essential to a really good lamp for use in mines of a 
fiery character in particular, and the invention of M. LANDAU ap- 
pears so far to have been most successful. 








COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS, AND THEIR PREVENTION. 


We have every reason to believe that the views which we have 
on many occasions expressed with respect to the use of gunpowder 
in collieries where it was found necessary to work with safety- 
lamps only will be carried out by Her Majesty’s Government. This 
may readily be inferred from the answer given in the House of 
Commons on Monday by the Home Secretary to Sir S. WATERLOW, 
with respect to the explosion at the Bunkers Hill Colliery. The 
right hon. gentleman stated that a person of great experience had 
been employed to report upon the subject, and he had made an im- 
portant report, containing certain valuabie suggestions which de- 
served careful consideration. He also stated that the report, as well 
as others obtained from the Mining Inspectors, would be placed on 
the table, and when that was done he would state what course the 
Government would take in reference to the subject. There are 
many mines where gunpowder can be safely used, but there are 
others where to have it, under any circumstances or the most strin- 
gent regulations, is to invite an explosion, with its attendant hor- 
rors. Some of the most terrible catastrophes to be found in our 
mining annals have to be attributed to the blasting with gunpow- 
der. The neighbourhood of Barnsley has been the scene of some of 
the most serious explosions that have taken place, that at Lund 
Hill, in 1857, having led to a loss of 189 lives; and the Oaks, in 
1866, to a loss of 360 men and boys, It is, therefore, not at all sur- 
prising to find the Inspector of the district urging most strenuously 
the doing away with gunpowder in all mines where gas was known 
to accumulate and safety-lamps were found to be necessary for the 
safety of the workmen. But it may be stated that so far back as 
1867 a recommendation was made to the Government by a majority 
of the Inspectors of Mines that “in all workings in coal where 
safety lamps are used as the means of lighting no blasting-powder 
shall be used in such mine.” Had that recommendation been 
adopted we should not have had to deplore the loss of so many lives 
at Bunkers Hill and at other places in different parts of the king- 
dom. However, we are glad to find that the subject will meet with 
the attention it deserves at the hands of the Government, and that 
the views of most of the Inspectors in 1867 will be carried out, as 
we feel assured it is the only means that can be provided for the 
prevention of explosions in mines where powder and safety-lamps 
are now found together.

IRON MAKING IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Three or four years since there was a great flourish of trumpets 
in railway and business circles in the United States about a line 
known as the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad. It was to create a 
new Virginia. It was finished at last after a fashion; but thanks 
to the Jay CooKE panic of Sept., 1873, and the general collapse of 
“ premature” American lines, it has thus far proved a sad financial 
disappointment. It has, indeed, “defaulted” already upon its 
bonds in approved Virginian fashion. Nevertheless, there appears 
to have been some truth in the statements made as to the great 
natural resources of the districts which the line traverses, and which 
it will probably open out some day, There is now an impression 
that in consequence of the establishment of the line, and the facili- 
ties accordingly afforded for the conveyance of raw materials and 
manufactured products, it will be practicable now to make pig-iron 
in the Kanawha Valley, in West Virginia, at unusually low rates, 
—as much as $10 per ton below the cost of manufacture in the other 
large American metallurgical centres. To accomplish the result 
hinted at it was necessary to open up communication between the ore 
beds of Virginia and the coal beds of the Kanawha, on the opposite 
flank of the Alleghanies. The Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad was 
completed across the coal fieldsin 1872; but the panicof theautumn of 
1873—so sadly memorable in the commercial annals of the United 
States—caused a suspension of both coal and iron mining, and it 
was not until late in 1874 that the first. blast-furnace was completed 
in the Kanawha Valley. This furnace has now been in regular ope- 
ration for a period of nearly six months. The furnace is situated 
at the Quinnimont station on the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad; 
and it is on the eastern edge of the coal belt, about 60 miles from 
the limestone deposits, and 125 milesfrom the rich ore beds on the 
head waters of the James river, further east on the same road. 

The coal at Quinnimont is coked before it is used in the furnace, 
the small screenings being used, while the lump coal is sold, and 
shipped east and west. All the coke which the company owning the 
Quinnimont furnace has to spare is also shipped to other furnaces 
at good prices. The ores are drawn from the company’s beds near 
Clifton Forge, and it is the intention of the managers to erect a 
second furnace at this point, so as to establish a reciprocity of 
freights,—that is, to ship ores one way and coal the other in the 
same cars. The accounts which have now been prepared in illus- 
tration of the working of the Quinnimont furnace show that a supe- 
rior quality of pig can be made in the Kanawha Valley at $174 per 
ton, and that the lower grades can even be produced at $1 per ton 
less. The pig thus made in the Kanawha district realised $224 per 
ton, after payment of transportation expenses to Richmond, Cincin- 
nati, Ironton, and Pittsburg, although these transportation charges 
ranged from $5 to $7 per ton; a profit of nearly $1000 per week was 
realised by this means on a capital of $150,000. In this calculation, 
however, no allowance is made for interest or royalty on the coal 
and ore lands,as both ore, coke, and coal are supplied to other parties 
outside of the regular furnace operations. The ore and fuel used in 
working the pig are charged at the same rate paid by others, which 
is greater than the actual cost of extraction, A further allowance 
should be made for repairs to the furnace, which is estimated at 
$4000 per annum, or 40 cents per ton. Even after making all allow- 
ances, however, this Kanawha Valley pig-iron producing enterprise 
would seem to be netting a profit at the rate of $45,000 per annum, 
with $150,000 of capital expended. 











NITROGLYCERINE CompounpDs.—A very curious fact with regard 
to what may be termed nitroglycerine compounds proper, such as 
dynamite, lithofracteur, and others in which the nitroglycerine is 
not used combined with another explosive, was brought out by Mr. 
Nobel, in the paper recently read by him before the Society of Arts. 
The power of the nitroglycerine compound is almost exactly in 
proportion to the percentage of nitroglycerine which it contains. 
Taking the power of pure nitroglycerine at 100, he showed that 
dynamite No. 1, which contains 75 per cent. of nitroglycerine. pos- 
sessed 74 per cent. of the power; whilst lithofracteur, with 55 per 
cent. of nitroglycerine, possessed 53 per cent. of the power of pure 
nitroglycerine. The presence, therefore, of the charcoal, sulphur, 
and barium nitrate, in addition to the kieselgubr in the lithofrac- 
teur, adds nothing to its strength. Compressed guncotton is of the 
same power as dynamite No. 1; the patentcotton gunpowder (which 
contains no nitroglycerine) is but 12 per cent. weaker. Equal pro- 
portions of nitroglycerine and compressed guncotton has a power 
midway between pure nitroglycerine and dynamite No.1; and a 
mixture of 20 parts nitroglycerine, 64 parts charcoal, and.80. parts 
ammonium nitrate occupies the same position, A mixture of 4 parts

THE DYNAMITE TRADE, 


Eight years have elapsed since dynamite was first brought into 
the market, and the history of its discovery and adoption will not 
be uninteresting. Dynamite consists of nitroglycerine absorbed in 
porous substances. It is erroneously believed that it was discovered 
accidentally through a leakage of nitroglycerine which had run into 
porous silica, known under the name of “kieselguhr.” The first 
dynamite made contained no silica; it consisted of porous charcoal 
and nitroglycerine, and numerous experiments were made with 
various absorbents, such as porous terra-cotta, sawdust, ordinary 
paper and nitrated paper soaked in the liquid explosive, and rolled 
into cartridges, before the porous silica was finally adopted. It 
absorbs practically from three to four times its own weight of 
nitroglycerine, and possesses the valuable advantage over other 
absorbents of resisting a greater degree of pressure without parting 
with any of the nitroglycerine which it holds. At first the new 
blasting agent, although substantially of as good a quality as it is 
manufactured now, made but slow progress, owing in a great mea- 
sure to the strong prejudice existing against its chief ingredient. 
But gradually it has grown into favour, and numerous dynamite 
factories have sprung up, of which no less than fourteen are under 
Mr. Nobel’s control. In 1867 the dynamite sold did not exceed 
11 tons, but in the following year there was an increase of 78 tons, 
and in 1869 the sale reached 185 tuns. 

In 1870 no less than 424 tons were sold, and this was again nearly 
doubled in the following year, 785 tons being sold. Similar progress 
was made in 1872, when 1350 tons were sold, and in 1873 the quan- 
tity sold amounted to 2050 tons, whilst in 1874 the large sale of 
3120 tons was reached, being nearly 300 times that of 1867. These 
quantities represent the total produce disposed of by the 14 factories 
already mentioned, but there are other factories in Europe besides. 
The rapid progress of the new explosive is to be attributed entirely 
to the great saving of time which it effects in blasting, the entire 
absence of accidents in transit and storage, the comparatively low 
cost at which it can be manufactured, and the good sense of the 
manufacturers in not overstraining the selling price. The cost of 
the raw materials (115 tons of highly concentrated nitric acid, 2 tons 
of extra strong sulphuric acid, 9 cwts. of glycerine, and 5 cwts, of 
dried kieselguhr for every ton of dynamite), together with the pack- 
ing, represented, at the opening of thé dynamite trade, one-half, 
and represent now three-fourths of the net price charged by the 
German factories. In Great Britain a considerably higher selling 
price leaves less profit to the manufacturers, owing entirely to the 
great stringency of the law and the extraordinary difficulties and 
expenses connected with the transit and storing of nitroglycerine 
compounds, 

The reason which lead to firing slow explosives by local detona- 
tion was this :—When a hammer strikes a very thin layer of nitro- 
glycerine on an anvil the blow producesa strong compression of the 
liquid, which liberates heat, and raises its temperature to the point 
at which it detonates. But only that part which actually receives 
the blow explodes. If, however, the hammer is very heavy, and the 
blow strong, the explosion is no longer confined to the part which 
receives the direct shock, and the whole goes off. A local detona- 
tion, owing to the immense tension of its gas, must be very similar 
in action to a strong blow, and will thus compress the explosive 
liquid which surrounds it, causing it to detonate at will, and to pro- 
pagate the explosion throughout the whole mass by the same means. 
Whether that theory be correct or not it led toa result which affords 
considerable facilities for the utilisation of modern explosives. It 
enables us, with or without confinement, to turn a solid or liqu! 
substance of very harmless appearance instantaneously into gaé, 
which occupies the same, or nearly the same, bulk, but has an ex- 
panding tendency which for nitroglycerine gas must come near & 
pressure of 500 tons per square inch. : 

The suddenness of this exertion of power has led many to believe 
that the firing of an explosive substance by detonation adds to its 
power. Mr. Sarrau,in a very remarkable pamphlet which he has 
recently published on that subject, and which contains excellent in- 
formation, classifies distinctly the two different degrees of explosion, 
of which he computes the relative power, and endeavours to explain 
the preponderance of what he calls explosiveness of the first degre’: 
by admitting that, possibly, even those gases which are considere 
as permanent and elementary may under detonative influence dis 
sociate into elements unknown, and-form new combinations like- 
wise unknown. But it is much more likely that the difference in 
power found by Mr. Sarrau has been due to complete combustion in

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


June 3.—Little or no change has taken place during the week with 
respect to mining operations or the production of raw and manu- 
factured iron. The lead mines have been working steadily, turning 
out an average quantity of ore. House coal is not in such good re- 

uest as it has been, and less is being forwarded to London from 
several of the leading collieries. Prices have come down consider- 
ably, being as low as during one part of 1872. The best qualities of 
inland households are being delivered in London at 27s. per ton, 
from 7s, to 8s. per ton less than in the first week of January. Steam 
coal is more enquired for, and contracts are being entered into for 
the supply of gasworks. It is evident that before long the wages 
question will have to be again taken into consideration, for the men 
in North Derbyshire and South Yorkshire are about the best paid of 
any miners in the kingdom. The Iron Trade keeps up very well, 
but a reduction has recently taken!place in pig. The mills have been 
doing very well, and some of the foundries are pretty full of orders 
for pipes and other castings. Considerable activity is exhibited at 
Dronfield, where there is the only Bessemer establishment in Derby- 
shire, that of Messrs. Wilson and Cammell, who are turning out 
large quantities of rails. At the same place the Messrs. Lucas have 
been doing very well in malleable castings of a light description. 

The Sheffield Trades have undergone very little change, but there 
is every appearance that an improved business will be done with 
the colonies. The Bessemer works are now well employed, there 
being an increasing demand for rails and forgings. The heavy ar- 
mour-plate mills have been turning out a good deal of material, 
whilst the foundries are kept well going in a variety of works. The 
coal trade of South Yorkshire is very quiet, and many of the col- 
lieries are on short time, whilst at others stocks of “softs” are accu- 
mulating. Steam coal isin very fair request for shipment from the 
Humber ports, but the demand for slack and smudge is but moderate. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


June 3.—The South Staffordshire Iron Market, although not di- 
rectly affected to any serious extent by the great collapses announced 
in London and South Wales, has in some degree been influenced by 
those disasters, The general tone of business during the last few 
days has indicated increased weakness, although the movement in 
prices has shown only a fractional reduction. Common cinder pigs 
are offering at 3/. to 3/.

Extraordinary activity prevails just now at the iron foundries of 
the Black Country, the demand for heavy castings generally and 
for gasand water mains in particular being more buoyant than has 
been known for many years past. The restricted purchases of such 
classes of produce during the recent high prices by gas and water 
companies and corporations, and the impossibility of further de- 
laying extensions and renewals of mains, together with the more 
moderate rates now ruling, combine to explain the remarkable acti- 
vity to which we have referred. 

The very clever way that the steelmakers of the United States 
manipulate the Bessemer plant is becoming notorious. In the 
neighbourhood of Pittsburgh there is a firm, the head of which, if 
we mistake not, is a Wolverhampton man, where all the heating 
power needed is obtained from carburetted hydrogen gas, got from 
a well on the opposite side of the river, which runs by the works. 
The gas is brought by pipes to the furnaces, which are fed with but 
slight change in their construction. This has been going on for a 
twelvemonth. Now, however, Messrs. Rogers and Burchfield, the 
firm in question, are intensifying the gas by using it with a blast of 
air driven into the furnace from the top, which strikes the molten 
metal at an angle of nearly 90°. By the aid of the blast and the 
pure fuel the firm have begun to produce from ordinary coke pig- 
iron thin sheets equal to those made from charcoal iron at a saving 
upon charcoal of considerably over 10/. per ton. It will be noted 
that in thus using air with gas this firm are adopting the blow- 
pipe system, and seem thereby to illustrate the suggestion made by 
Mr. John Lester, of Wolverhampton, that it might be possible in 
this way to supply fuel to the Danks furnace, thereby increasing its 
workability and economy. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


June 3.—The prediction of last week that the general resumption 
of work was not far off has been fully realised. Masters and men 
have at last succeeded in coming to an arrangement, and sucha one, 
it is hoped, as will prevent the recurrence of such disastrous dis- 
putes. The men have undoubtedly gained their point in regard to 
arbitration, although it is true that, after a five months’ struggle, they 
consent to resume work on a larger reduction than they resisted at 
the beginning of the year. The main points of the contract between 
the masters and men are these: First, the masters consent that the 
reduction in the wage rate shall be 121% per cent. instead of 15 per cent., which 
they at first intended, and these reduced rates are to continue for three months 
without alteration. Second, “ That any change in the wage rates at the expira- 
tion of three months from the 3lst May inst. shall depend on a sliding-scale of 
wages to be regulated by the selling price of coal, the scheme for such scale of 
wages to be agreed upon by a joint committee of twelve persons, six to be nomi- 
nated by the employers, and six by the men, such committee to sit before any 
notice of advance or reduction of wages is given; and should the joint committee 
be unable to decide upon tlie basis of a scheme for such sliding scale of wages, or 
any detail thereof, the solution of such question shall be referred to an umpire, 
whose decision shall be final. That it be a condition in any such scheme that either 
party may terminate the arrangement under it on giving six months’ notice.” 
Undoubtedly, the principle of arbitration is to be recognised in the above condi- 
tions, but whether the men have gained the full victory they assume it is hardly 
worth while here to stop and discuss. At any rate, the men are satistied, and they 
have this week returned to work with considerable eagerness. The aspect of 
things at the iron and coal works has, therefore, materially changed, and it is 
hoped that the trades are again about to enter upon a season of activity. 
Unfortunately there is still very little that is new to be reported in reference to 
the immediate state of the iron trade. Orders continue to come to hand very 
slowly, and at the present moment it is difficult to perceive how anything like full 
employment can be found for all the hands. Still a few weeks more might show 
more clearly what the future of the trade is likely to be, and it is as well to hope 
that the morrow will be provided for. 
Asa matter of course, a good deal of conversation has turned upon the diffi- 
culties of the Aberdare and Plymouth Iron Companies, whose works are in the 
Aberdare and Merthyr valleys; but the disaster is regarded perhaps with less 
apprehension in this than in many other districts. It is here pretty contidently 
hoped that the affairs will be so mutually arranged as to prevent a stoppage of the 
works. Both the ironmaking establishments and the collieries are among the 
finest in the kingdom. The managing partner is Mr. R. Fothergill, M.P. 
The demand for coal also continues sluggish, and it is rather seriously appre- 
hended that when all the pits are again at work (which will be in a few days) the 
markets will soon be glutted, and stocks begin toaccumulate on the pit banks and 
at the ports. No doubt, however, operations will be regulated by the state of the 
market foratime. Ata meeting of the house coal shippers held at Newport, on 
Wednesday, the prices of house coals were reduced to the following rates :—Large, 
lds. per ton f.o.b.; through and through, 11s. ; and small 7s. per ton. 

A large number of Cornishmen have been imported to Bury Port for the purpose 
of working the Trimsaran Colliery. 

The Messrs. Crawshay, proprietors of the Cyfarthfa Ironworks, have given notice 
of appeal against the poor rates with which they have been assessed, on the ground 
that there was no occupier during the term. 








REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN, 


June 3.—The Coal Trade in Dean Forest is undoubtedly in a very 
depressed condition, and, as a consequence, the workmen are, with 
few exceptions, on short time—one, two, or three days a week, as 
the case may be. Barring the effect of the summer season upon 
the market, the solution of this stagnation appears to be in the high 
prices which the Forest coal masters are demanding of the merchants, 
the merchants being able to obtain a supply upon much easier terms 
elsewhere. The large profits which the proprietors have received 
since 1871 have been so sweet that they feel an intense reluctance 
to reduce them, except by unduly reducing the wage-rate of the toiler; for it ap- 
pears the proprietary took most of the result of the recent drop of wages instead 
of giving an impetus to trade by proportionately bringing down the price of coal 
to the merchant trade, which was the argument used to obtain the consent of the 
men. The prices to the local trade were reduce !, but little difference made to coal 
merchants in distant towns. The prices to the country trade vary, according to 
quality, from 13s. to 15s. per ton, but delivered the coal costs from 18s. to 20s. per 
ton, within sight of the pits, in the month of June. This does not appear to be 
equitable, even if it be assumed to be just; and as one effect of high prices is to 
check trade with the merchants—the home population is powerlees to remedy 
prices locally—the masters are in effect punishing their workpeople by their sui- 
cidal policy of setting at defiance the general market prices of other districts. 

As a proof that prices are still high to the merchants, we may mention that one 
of the largest proprietors, in addressing some of his workpeople on Saturda 
evening last, when attempting to reduce the supply of the workman’s family coal, 
stated that every hundredweight of coal was worth 10d. to the masters, which 
gives a price of over 16s. per ton. It is clear then that, allowing for the influence 
of the season upon the market, the high prices maintained by the Forest proprie- 
tors constitute the great secret of the present local depresslon of trade. This being 
accepted as a fact, the workmen and general public have a grievance against the 
Forest coalmasters, as through the high-price policy the trade in black diamonds 
has almost locally come to nothing, comparativeiy speaking. Isitright or humane 
of the masters to half starve the men that have produced their wealth, by keeping 
up prices to that degree which the general market will not justify or sustain ? 
Again, railway companies under such circumstances have a grievance against coal 
proprietors. These, whilst looking to their own interests, have expended much 
capital to facilitate the interests of colliery and iron mine proprietore. Is it equit- 
able, then, to indulge an excessive greed of large profits, so as to render it impos- 
sible for railway companies to declare dividends? This is not the “ live-and-let- 
live” principle that isso humane and God-like in its character and effects, bat one 
that is narrow, destructive, and cruel—neither God like nor humane. We sin- 
cerely hope that broader and sounder commercial views will ere long displace 
such one-sided selfish, and destructive maxims as those now reprobated: 

The Forest masters have just made another attempt to reduce the men’s wages 
by propeding one of threethings—that they should either accept an additional hour 
per day on their time, an additional hundred to the ton, or a reduction of 10 or 5 per 
cent. upon the money wage.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


June 3.—The Coal Trade has been brisk during the past week, and 
the shipments of coal on a large scale in both rivers, especially at 
the Tyne Docks for the Baltic and other foreign ports. At the 
Sunderland Docks large shipments of steam, gas, and house coals 
have also been made. The best qualities of steam coal are in good 
demand. Manufacturing coal is improving, and prices have ad- 
vanced a little. The demand for coke is extremely good, and prices 
are well maintained. The demand for fire bricks and all kinds of fire-clay goods 
continues very good. 

The Iron Trade has been still further disorganised by the late failure in Wales and 
London, and prices are drooping. At Middlesborough on Tuesday there was a good 
attendance, but business was confined to small transactions. Pig-iron may be quoted 
a shade lower—No. 3, 55s.; No. 4 forge, 53s. to 53s. 6d. Business, however, is al- 
most at a stand, as buyers still wish for large quantities at considerable lower 
quotations, but sellers have no intention of accepting lower rates. It is hoped that 
the iron manufacturers will get some relief at the end of the present month in re- 
spect of the rate of wages. The men are considering the offer of the employers 
that a minimum rate of 8s, 6d. instead of 93. 6d. per ton shall be paid for pud- 
dling. There is an increased demand for finished iron, and many enquiries for rails 
especially. The rate of ordinary sections has not changed to any extent. Ship- 
plates, 8/. 12s. 6d. to 8/. 15s.; common bars, 8/.; puddied bars, 5/. 5s. 

The Manufacturing Cval Trade is evincing a better tone, and rather higher prices 
have been paid for puddling coal. Coke is firm at lds. 6d. to 16s. per ton at the 
mines. Gas coal is in great request. House coal dull. A new field of limestone 
is being opened out near to Bowes on the Barnard Castle and Tebay Line. 

Tt has been often noticed in the Journal that a locomotive suitable for hauling in 
levels underground would prove of great utility in the working of mines, and many 
attempts have been made during the past ten years to overcome the difficulties at- 
tending their introduction. Such difficulties are, of course, simply those arising 
from the steam, smoke, &c., from the engines. An engine of this kind, however, 
has been introduced lately on a long underground level in the iron mines at Port 
Mulgrave, near Saltburn, and although difficulties have been met with, as in former 
trials, it is expected that in this case these obstacles will be ultimately overcome. 
z= es to be able to give some particulars respecting the working of the engine 
shortly. 

The annual meeting of the members of the Northumberland and Durham 
Miners’ Permanent Relief Fund will be held in Newcastle, on Saturday. This 
society has made great progress during this last year, having enrolled no less than 
12,000 new members during the year. The total number of collieries now in the 
fund is 278, numbering 50,000 members. Almost all the colliery owners contri- 
bute acertain percentage to the fund, which percentage amounted to 3250/. during 
last year. The yearly income is nowabont 28,000/., and the balance in hand about 
32,000/. It is expected that the meeting will be attended by some of the colliery 
owners and viewers, who have taken a deep interest in this excellent institution, 
and have also greatly assisted in promoting its success.

PRESENTATION TO A COLLIERY MANAGER.—The friends, officials, 
and workmen of the Whitley and Monkseaton Colliery have presented 
their late respected manager, Mr. John Croudace, with a purse of gold 
as a token of respect and esteem.

The London Lead Company 
were the first to adopt the machine, but within the last eighteen 
months or two years it has made rapid progress in public favour. 
Within that period there has been an almost total cessation of the 
projects devised when coal was so abnormally dear for completely 
superseding the use of that fuel, but most practical men are still 
agreed that peat in its compressed state is peculiarly well adapted 
for the metallurgy of iron. It is no doubt only a remote possibility 
that it may within the next generation take the place of the in- 
comparable coke of South Durham; but the field available for the 
utilisation of peat isso ample that there is no lack of encouragement 
to persevere in that direction, and Iam not without good hopes 
that we may yet live to see the recently projected sclieme for the 
extension of the Tees Valley Railway from Middleton to Alston 
carried to a successful issue, and the vast peat bogs in the uplands 
of Teesdale thus turned to good account.

REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


June 3.—The reduction of wages which is expected almost daily 
in the Coal Trade has not yet been announced, but‘in the present state 
of affairs it cannot long be deferred. During the past few weeks 
there has been no official reduction of prices, but trade is decidedly 
quieter, and contracts are held back in the hope of lower prices 
being announced. Recent quotations are as follows ;—Slack from 4s. 6d. to 6s. per 
ton; breezy, 78. to 7s. 6d.; common coal, 9s. to 10s, ; Pemberton Four-feet, 12s. ; 
Arley Mine about lds. At Liverpool shipping is very dull, and no improvement 
seems probable. The Iron Trade still suffers from the stoppage caused by the 
holidays, and a serious cause of depression is to be found in the recent heavy 
failures. Profits are so small just now that there is no anxiety to obtain orders, 
and consumers are loth to come into the market. 

One of the Little Lever Pits, belonging to Messrs. Andrew Knowles and Sons 
(Limited), was the scene of a sad accident on Wednesday. A cage containing three 
men was being lowered, when owing, it is said, to the slackening of the guide rods, 
it came into collision with an empty cage ascending. Two of the men were thrown 
out and killed; the third was very seriously hurt. The accident took place as the 
body of the men were standing on the Lank waiting to be lowered. The shaft was 
eleared in a short time, but the employees did not commence work. 








CoLLiery ExpLosrons.—In the House of Commons, on Monday, 
Sir. S. Waterlow asked the Home Secretary whether his attention 
had been called to the evidence given at the inquest on the bodies of 
the 43 persons killed by the recent explosion at Bunker’s Hill Col- 
liery, near Stoke, when three Government Inspectors expressed their 
condemnation of the use of gunpowder for blasting coal in fiery mines during the 
time the colliers were at work ; and whether the Government intended to propose 
any measure this session for protecting the lives of coal miners, by placing further 
restrictions on the use of gunpowder in blasting coal.—Mr. Cross said the House 
might remember that he stated some time ago that he would take precisely the 
same course in the case of this unfortunate »ccident as he had felt it. his duty to 
adopt last year in the case of the accident .t Dunkinfield. Accordingly, two in- 
spectors were present at the inquest, and a barrister of great experience also at- 
tended on his behalf to elicit all the circumstances connectad with that terrible ex- 

losion. The latter gentleman had made a special and very important report to 
him, containing certain valuable suggestions which deserved consideration. That 
report would be laid on the table, and in a few days he would see some inspectors of 
mines of great experience ; but until he had seen those gentlemen he could not state 
the views of the Government as to what ought to be done. 


VERDICT OF MANSLAUGHTER AGAINST A COLLIERY OWNER.— 
An inquest was held on Thursday at Pengam, Glamorganshire, on the bodies of 
threé men who were killed at Carngethin Colliery by the fall of a stone, weighing 
2 tons, from the roof of a level along which they were passing with three other 
men, who were seriously injured. The evidence showed that the colliery pro- 
prietor had been working against the Act of Parliament, without special rules, and 
that on the morning of the accident no one had been sent in to inspect the work- 
ings. The jury considered the owner culpably negligent in not causing the work- 
ings to be examined before the men went in, and returned a verdict of man- 
slaughter against him. 





CoppEer-Zinc CoupLr.—Prof. Gladstone, F.R.S., concluded his 
ectures on Chemical Force at the Royal Institution, by describing a series of ex- 
periments, which have recently been made by himself and Mr. Tribe by means of 
what is called copper zinc couple. When thin sheets of zinc are immersed in a 
solution of cupric sulphate, copper is deposited upon it in a minute state of divi- 
sion, and thus the two metals touch at myriads of points. When this couple is 


the production of pure hydrogen, zinc ethyl, hydries, &c., and several bodies pre- 
viously unknown, some of which are spontaneously inflammable in the air; in 


The copper zinc couple has been 
practically applied to the production of certain organic compounds, and to the de- 
termination of nitrates in potable waters. 








COAL AND IRON INDUSTRIES OF THE NORTH—No, II. 
THE WHITBURN COAL COMPANY’S NEW WINNING. 


If the reader will glance for a moment at the map of England he 
will find on the north-east coast, between the estuaries of the Tyne 
and the Wear, a headland jutting into the sea,and known as Souter 
Point, On this promontory a lighthouse, famous for its electric 
light, has been erected, to warn those who “go down to the sea in 
ships” of the sunken and dangerous rocks with which the coast is 
here fringed. On the slope which stretches down to this point, and 
not more than some 400 yards from the perpendicular cliffs, which 
form a natural barrier to the fury of the waves, the new winning of 
the Whitburn Coal Company may be seen in active progress. A little 
to the south lies the pretty village of Whitburn, from which the 
colliery derives its name. It is situated on a dry and healthy soil 
on the southern inclination of a hill overlooking the busy town of 
Sunderland. Hard by there is a fine sandy bay, with a cheerful 
prospect to the south, extending beyond Sunderland and Hartlepool 
to the high cliffs on the Yorkshire coast. The “ Lizard,” a high and 
dry sheepwalk to the north, commands a landscape no less varied 
and extensive, and from which may be seen the grotesque rocks of 
Marsden, and beyond a fine curve of the shore the bold headland 
crowned with the shattered Monastery of Tynemouth; and, further 
still, Hartley and the semi-isles at the mouth of its rivulet. Whit- 
burn contains many large and handsome residences, of various styles 
of architecture, elevated from the broad road on fine grassy mounds, 
in the centre of prettily laid out gardens. Altogether the village 
forms an.agreeable retreat for the opulent men of business in the 
neighbouring town. Conspicuous among these examples of modern 
progress ia the ancient seat of Sir Hedworth Williamson, Bart., late 
M.P., for North Durham. The village is notable for the family of 
the Thorals, in Bishop Bury’s time, and for that of the Hedworths, 
or Hethworths, from the days of Bishop Hatfield, in 1358, We must, 
however, pass on to what is more germane to the subject of this paper. 

The Whitburn Coal Company (Limited) includes many well-known 
capitalists of the neighbourhood, and so far as the prospects of the new 
venture are concerned, there is no reason to doubt that it will prove 
ultimately successful. In all probability the Maudlin and Hutton 
seams will turn out as prolific in point of yield in this part of the coal 
basin as at any other, and as the beds rise towards the sea in the direc- 
tion of the eastern edge of the outcrop tlie seams will, it is believed, be 
reached at about 300 fms. down. The estate purchased by the com- 
pany comprises some 300 or 400 acres, skirting the coast, upon which 
is found a plentiful supply of stone for the miners’ cottages, lime 
and sand for mortar, clay for bricks, and so forth; so that, with the 
exception of wood, iron, and coal, there is nearly everything on the 
ground requisite for carrying on operations. With these advantages 
the works incidental to all such undertakings are capable of being 
proceeded with at an exceptionally small cost. The royalty con- 
sists of about 2000 acres on Jand and 3 miles at sea, The first sod 
of the new winning was turned in May, 1874, but it is expected that 
fully five years must elapse before coal can be reached, owing to the 
presence of large quantities of water. It is, however, assumed that 
from the experience of the chief mining engineer, Mr. John Daglish, of 
Tynemouth, a gentleman of considerable mining reputation, coupled 
with the energy of the resident engineer, Mr. 8. Linsley, this diffi- 
culty will be overcome with the least possible delay. Although 
the Maudlin and Hutton seams are the most important of all in 
the North Durham coal field other beds will, of course, be passed, 
but it is impossible to say whether they will be workable or not. 
At all events, they will not be worked until the more valuable 
seams have been exhausted. 

The colliery, according to legal requirement, will consist of two 
shafts, an upeast and a downcast shaft. A farmhouse, called the 
Ifope House Farm, has been converted into temporary workshops 
and offices, and all the appliances necessary for a colliery of great 
magnitude have been provided on the ground. Shaft No. 1, or up- 
cast shaft, was the first commenced, and a Roby engine put down 
for drawing purposes. This shaft has been sunk toa depth of 20 fms,, 
but owing to the influx of water it cannot be further proceeded 
with, until the pumping engines are finished. Shaft No. 2, or down- 
cast shaft, is consequently being sunk, and has reached a depth of 
some 18 fathoms. No. 1 shaft is 15 ft. in diameter, the second 
being 1 ft. smaller. An oval “staple,” for high sets of pumps, 
has already been sunk, into which the water will be pumped, and 
from which it will find its way by means of a culvert to the sea. 
IIaving thus reached the water, the pumping engine, of 500-horse 
power, is being proceeded with with all dispatch, but until it is 
finished sinking operations must remain practically at a standstill. 
On the completion of the shafts this pumping engine will be em- 
ployed for winding coals at the bottom of the pit. At present 
the workmen are busily engaged upon the steam-pipes and boilers 
in another part of the field. Already there are six boilers in hand, 
30 ft. long by 7 ft. 6in. in diameter, each boiler containing two fire 
tubes of 3ft.in diameter. A temporary chimney stack has been 
raised to 40 ft., and it is intended to build a much larger one as the 
works approach completion. A crab and jack engine of 20-horse 
power is built at right angles with the pumping engine in conjunc- 
tion with the boilers, and is intended to facilitate the placing of 
the pumps in the shaft. There is also a massive engine alongside 
for winding out of No. 1 shaft, the Roby engine having been trans- 
ferred to No, 2. It may also be used for pumping if required. A 
temporary pulley framing has been erected over the upcast shaft, 
at the mouth of which immense pillars have been raised for the 
pumping gear, and similar provision will be made at the mouth of 
the downcast shaft, which will be worked by asecond pumping and 
winding engine, now in course of construction. The shafts will be 
lined with fire-brick walling lumps down to 18fms., after which 
metal tubbing will be carried down until all the feeders of water 
are secured. In all probability this will be at a point about 80 fms. 
from the surface. The tubbing will be lined with fire-brick, to pre- 
vent the heat and injurious gases in the mine from injuring the 
metal. The coals for the engines are supplied from the Tyne by 
screw wherries, and discharged at a temporary quay opposite the 
colliery, to which they are conveyed by means of a tramway. 

The engineering plant and appliances have been supplied princi- 
pally by local firms. The winding engines are from the works of 
Hawks, Crawshay, and Co., of Gateshead; the boilers are supplied 
by a Manchester firm; the Birtley Company and the Grange Iron 
Company, near Durham, supply other engines and pumping gear; 
and the metal tubbing is from the manufactory of Black and Co., 
of South Shields. 

The colliery will be connected with the Tyne Dock by a line of 
railway about 34 miles in length; and as the country is tolerably 
even, no very deep cuttings or high embankments will be necessary. 
The stratum of magnesian limestone to be sunk through is estimated 
at 60 or 70 fms. 

Facing the sea, a little to the north of the pits. the site of a new 
colliery village has been laid out. There are 52 cottages already 
built, and 20 more are in progress, As the country for some dis- 
tance around is almost wholly uninhabited, it will be necessary to 
provide for the accommodation of nearly all the miners who may 
hereafter be employed, so that at the lowest estimate some 500 houses 
will eventually bave to be erected. 1t is here worthy of note that, 
owing to the want of accommodation for the workmen employed 
in sinking and other necessary work, operations have hitherto been 
to some extent retarded. This difficulty, however, is being gradu- 
ally overcome, and will very soon be entirely removed, when the 
houses now in progress are finished.
